AMOUNT OF FEED FOR HOGS

Must be Guided by Object in View.
Wateh Pigs Cavefnily. i

The object desired must gulde vme
In determining the amound of - food
that should be given to hogs at va-
rioys stages of their growth, accord-
ing to R. L. Shields, professor of ani-
mal husbandry at Clemson College.
The natural desire and purpose is to
keep pigs ‘In thrifty condition and
avold aliowing them to become stunt-
ed. Plgs should be watched carefully
and shonld be fed about what they
will clean up readily, (If they lose
appetites, cut down the gquantity of
concentrates.) Jt is better to have
them eat something grecdily than to
anve them lndifferent sboutl thelr feed.

For fattening hogs corn may be
used freely dncing the finishing pe-
riod of fattening. It is a splendid feed
for this purpope. It ia a mistake to
conclude that hogs must be fed corn
from weauing time until ready for
market as 18 a common practice in
the corn bell. Excesaive use of corn
is both injurious to development and
expensive. A liberal use of legumes,
A8 cowpees, soy beans, peanuts and
the clovers is much batter. In feed-
ing concentrates to brood sows on
pasture, it is advissble to feed about
2 pounds (o each 100 pounds of live
welght, However, the condition of the
sow should determine the amount.’
